T he Cripple Creek Times has com­ 
pleted its census of the district and 
h as announced the result.

ployed in the m ining industry in the 
district, and 
the 
m onthly pay roll 
a m o u n ts to the enorm ous sum of 5528,- 
899.71. 
B attle 
mountain 
leads the 
o th er hills of tho cam p in the num ber 
of m en employed, the total for that sec­ 
tion being 1,685. 
This hill ranks also 
am o n g th e leaders 
in the average 
anjjount paid each man. Several of tnc 
hills are equal in this latter respect, 
paying $3.50 per day. 
Bull hill ranks 
second In th e n um ber of men employed, 
1,531 m en 
being 
employed by the 
m ines of th a t section. 
Carbonate hill 
brings up th e re a r witlv the total of one 
m a n employed thereon in the raining 
industry. 
T h e total of 5,217 men arc 
employed a t 255 different places, thus 
show ing th at to be the total num ber of 
p roperties now being worked. 
While 
th e re m a y have been some additions to 
•this n u m b e r during tho work of taking 
th o census, such increase would he 
nearly offset by the properties that 
h ave since suspended operations te m ­ 
porarily. 
The large number of men 
em ployed on Battle mountain arc dis­ 
trib u ted am ong only lu different prop 
erties, giving t h a t section the highest 
averag e of m en to a property also. 
T he sm aller n u m b e r of men on Bull 
hill a re divided am ong ;;7 properties. 
One resu lt of th e work of the Times 
h a s been to dem onstrate how really 
small a section of Cripple Creek is 
now o r h as been extensively devel­ 
oped.

OMltOOER WAR 


Mr. Krucger's Memoirs Reveal Jealousies Which 


Existed Between Inhabitants of Transvaal 


and Orange Free State and the Cape 


Colony Boers.

i-Lni l"st!lllment of extracts has al- 
learly been published 
In the 
Times, 


SIvc a narrative of the diplomatic as- 
pects of the Boer war and advise the 
Boers us to the best policy to be pur- 
sued after Mr. Kruejrer's death. 
A 


striking feature of the memoirs is a 
revelation of the jealousies which ex- 
isted before the war began between 
the inhabitants of the Transvaal and 
tile Orange Free State and tho Cape 
Lolony Boers, which 
prevented any- 


thing like a satisfactory mutual under- 
standing. Mr. Krueger takes pains to 
prove that he did his utmost to smooth 
matters over and prevent the war, but 
the Boers' inborn antipathy to foreign 
interference proved to be too strong 
for him. 


Mr. Krueger closes his memoirs with 
these words: 


"I am convinced that God will not 


forsake his people, even although it ap- 
pears so, and I acquiesce in the will 
of the Lord, knowing he will not allow 
an afflicted people to perish. 
The 


Lord hath all hearts in his hand and- 
he turneth them whithersoever he will." 
This aspiration is a clew to the con- 


tents of the whole book, which is less 
a 
source 
of 
historical information 


throwing new or striking light upon the 
events dealt with, than a "human docu- 
ment" of psychological value, revealing 
the personal traits of the ex-president. 
The .memoirs are but a sketchy sum- 
mary of past events, with Mr. Krue- 
ger's personal comments thereon. 


The installment of the memoirs pub- 


lished by the. Times this morning, con- 
tains some interesting light concerning 
Mr. Krueger's opinion of various men 
prominent In South 
African 
history. 


The ex-president was once invited to 
meet Sir Bartle Frere. He replied that 
he would be quite willing to do so it' 
he were told which Frere it was. He 
declared he knew four Freres, and ex- 
plained this remark by describing dif- 
ferent aspects of 
Sir Bartle 
Frere's 


character as presented by blue books, 
etc., 
saying some of his characteristics 


were friendly, while others were inim- 
ical to the Boer cause. 


Mr. Krueger describes the "Jesuitical 


Cecil Rhodes" as the curse of South 
Africa. He says: 


"No matter how base or contemptible, 


be it lying, bribery or treachery, all 
and every means were welcome to him." 


Lord Milner he described as a "typ- 


ical autocrat, beyond endurance." 


Mr. Krueger declares that Colonial 


Secretary Chamberlain was undoubted- 
ly the late Cecil Rhodes' "accomplice 
in the Jameson raid," and 
that Mr. 


Chamberlain appointed Lord 
Milner 


British high commissioner of South Af- 
rica with the direct intention of driv- 
ing matters to extremes. 


"This tool of Mr. Chamberlain," says 


Mr. Krueger, "carried out his mission 
faithfully and turned South Africa in- 
to a wilderness.',1 


British policy in general, the former 


president of the Transvaal sums up In 
the following sentences: 


"Lies, treachery, Intrigues and secret 


Instigations against the governments of 
the republics; these have always been 
the distinguishing marks of 
English 


policies." 


Mr. Krueger declares that the Trans- 


vaal National union was under Cecil 
Rhodes' paramount Influence from its 
very Inception and describes It as hav- 
ing, 
from the very outset, used the 


demand for the franchise as a cloak 
for designs against the republic. 
He 


describes how after the Jameson raid 
when the republic was practically de- 
fenseless, he-became convinced of the 
necessity of preparing 
for war, and 


gradually accumulated war materials. 
This was especially the case after the 
British parliamentary inquiry into the 
matter which Mr. Krueger says showed 
Mr. Chamberlain's 
complicity. 
Mr. 


Krueger contends, that his institution 
of reforms in 1899 probably startled Air. 
Chamberlain and impelled Great Brit- 
ain to hurry on the crisis for fear of 
losing a pretext for war.

ANTHBAClf E MINES ABE FAST 
KEACHINa OLD PRODUCTION

Scranton, 1'a., Oct. 28.—Official figures 


from tho flvc,- big companies having 
their main offices in Scranton show that 
00 per cent of their collieries are in op- 
eration and that their output Is now 
more than three-quarters of what it Is 
normally. Today's output is estimated 
to be 70,000 tons, the Delaware & Hud- 
son company having started up the 
LaFlln aiid Boston and all the compa- 
nies having put on more men. Fully go 
per cent o£ the old hands are now back 
ut work. The 20 per cent still idle in- 
cludes those who were employed at the 
1:1 places that have not yet made a. 
start. 


Much complaint is heard at tho of- 


fices of the companies concerning the 
idleness that will ensue tomorrow by 
reason of the observance of Mitchell 
day. 
The companies have received no 


notice from the men that they will not 
work tomorrow, other than the an- 
nouncements in the newspapers of the 
parade arrangements. Each company 
has instructed its superintendents .to 
blow the whistles as usual and work 
the mines if possible. 
It Is almost a 


certainty that the whistles will bring 
no responses, as every mining center in 
the valley lias arranged a Mitchell day 
celebration. 


The decision of Judge Seeds In the 


matter 'wds rendered in the afternoon 
at 2 O'clock after a preliminary dis- 
cussion of some of the points involved, 
which discussion took about 45 min- 
utes. 


There was n& material point on 


which the position of tho counsel for 
tho administrators to collect was up- 
held by tho opinion of the court. Each 
point discussed, which points were, 
however, a comparatively small part 
oC those raised' In the arguments of 
.counsel, was decided in favor of tne 
position of the executors of tho will, 
the spirit of the decision being, from 
start to finish, that the wishes of the 
deceased in respect to the disposition 
cf his estate should have been adhered 
to to the strictest degree possible. 
Some Illustrations totally outside the 
case at bar were given by Judge Seeds 
In explaining what he understood the 
law Intended to be the attitude of the 
county court In probate matters, there 
being cases with some considerable 
degree of frequency where action is 
imperative and necessary and mani- 
festly reasonable and justifiable where 
there is no \aw to warrant it expressly. 
He said he 
considered 
the county 


'court clothed with -greater authority 
In this respect and with greater dis- 
cretion than is to bo found in any 
other power or Institution of justice. 
He recited the case of a widow woman 
In,Teller county who, upon becoming 
a widow, and having several small 
children Immediately • depending upon 
her, found herself with nothing In the 
world except a time check at one of 
the mines calling for the money that 
was duo.her husband at the time of 
his'death, only a smaa sum. Sue 
appealed to the county court for some 
way to secure this money and- the 
court manifestly could not insist upou 
her depositing the legal fee Of $15 
before obtaining" any reiief from ttie 
bench. 
The mine owners refused to 


pay over any money without assurance 
of some kind that they were absolutely 
safe in doing so. The court finally 
persuaded tho company to pay the 
debts that were immediate and to take 
an assignment of the accounts paid, as 
a claim against 
the 
estate which 


would bo in turn offset by the claim 
of the estate against the company. 
This was 
one 
illustration of wnat 


Judge Seeds considered should bo the 
attitude of county courts in such mat- 
ters. He referred at some length also 
to the province of the official known 
as the public administrator who is in- 


. tended by the law to be one to fall 
back upon when there is evident ne- 
cessity of any such person, as when 


. persons die leaving no estate or wnere 


persons named in a will as executors 
prove their disqualification or for any 
'reason' do not wish to serve and are 
excused. 


In delivering 
his 
opinion, Judge 


Seeds did not attempt to cover all the 


': ground gone over by the attorneys. 
'£• He simply took up and disposed of the 


l'yiDdamental question, whether tie 
county court had jurisdiction to ap- 
point the administrators. As prelim- 
inary to his decision on this point, the 
court disposed of the contention of the 
administrators that the district court 
had no , authority to review, by writ 
of certiorari, the proceedings of the 
covpty court, and in line with the de- 


1 ciuioiia of the supreme court In'Rogers 
case, 14 Colo., 18, and In People vs. 
Barton, 16 Colo., 75, held: that such 
jurisdiction exists, : . 


Coming to 'ttio merits of the case 


before him, Judge Seeds pointed out 
that the policy of'our law is that in 
the absence of a' will tne estate shall 
bo cared for by those nearest in ieu- 
tlonshin to the deceased, and that only 
as a l&st resort can strangers step In. 
He tiften,-pointed pu,|. Jhat the deceased 
having 'named certain executors, who 


are men of high character, and men 
in whom he had peculiar confidence, 
they should bo allowed to act unless 
some statute provided to the contrary, 
or they had refused to act. On this 
point he referred to the statute giving 
the executors power, pending the pro- 
bate of tho will, to bury the deceased 
pay the necessary funeral charges and 
tako care of the estate. 


Passing to the question as to .whether 


the executors were 
willing' to act, 


Judge Seeds pointed out that while I. 
Harry Stratton had filed a sworn peti- 
tion alleging that the property of his 
father was in thc hands of .some par- 
sons to him unknown Who had no in- 
terest therein, yet the county judg* 
was advised by the records of h!a 
court that a will had been filed, that 
the persons named in the wlll^as exec- 
.Uors had also filed a petition asking 
that it be admitted to probate, and that 
the proceeding under discussion was 
directed against the very executors 
He therefore 'held It to be clear that 
the executors were willing to act and 
that the property was in the hands of 
those entitled to hold it pending the 
hearing on the petition for probate, 
and accordingly quashed the citation. 


As a further ground for this action, 


the court pointed out that Mr. Grimes, 
one of the administrators, is admitted 
to be a brother-in-law of Judge Orr, 
and that therefore tho county court 
had no legal right to act in the prem- 
ises. Judge Seeds disclaimed any de- 
sire to criticise any person in connec- 
tion with tho case, and contented him- 
self with tho entry of a formal ofder 
quashing the rule to-Show cause and 
sending the matter back to fthe county 
court.

There, will be no effort to appeal 


the case from thc decision of Judge 
Seeds. 
Mr. Seaman, counsel for the 


administrators to collect, so stated at 
the conclusion of thc case yesterday 
The case goes back to the county court 
where It stands in exactly tho same 
position as thougu there had never 
been any appointment of administra- 
tors to collect and as though nothing 
whatever that took place subsequent 
to the appointment of such administra- 
tors to collect had actually taken place 


Counsel for tho executors, all the 


persons who were connected with 
Mr. Stratton's office during his life-

casualties on both sides are reported.

"If Colorado politics arc not pure, if 
good and decent men are not elected 
to office, it is not the men who are 
to 'blame, it is you."

be the watchword. She declared that 
taking campaign carriage rides and ac- 
cepting boxes of candy was nothing 
short of receiving bribes. 


It is an Ineffucable blot, not only up- 
on the Denver women, but upon the 
state that through an alleged breach of 
ethics,' Mrs. Catt did not deliver net 
address upon "The Duties of Citizen- 
ship." While at Topeka, Mrs. Catt ac- 
cepted an invitation tendered through 
Mrs. Thompson, vice chairman of the 
state central Republican committee 
Such a fuss was made because the in- 
vitation to a non-partisan 
meeting 
chanced to come from Republican wo- 
men that Mrs. Catt, in the interests of 
peace, tactfully withdrew her accept- 
ance rather than be placed even by in- 
ference In a false position. 


That considerable prominence was 


given, to the matter la evidenced by an 
editorial which appeared in the Den- 
ver Republican of October 21. A quo- 
tation, in part is:

They 
took their places before the minister, 
who spoke to them impressively of 
the holy institution of matrimony, its 
obligations, and the wonderful attrac- 
tions which draws two human souls 
together, so th&t they can only find 
their highest happiness by traveling 
through life in each other's society. 


She enjoined upon each to respect 


the rights and liberties of the otner, 
and then asked the groom if he was 
ready to accept the bride as his law- 
ful wedded wife, saying: 


"You have met in the presence of 


these friends and of each other. 
It 


is something awful for .two human 
souls to meet and plight their troth, 
something so awful that only those who 
are moved by the holiest and deepest 
convictions should ever enter into the 
life of husband and wife.

By this time Sir Henry Jackson, the 


new governor of Fiji, has probably 
taken over the reins of government 
from Mr. W. L. Allardyce, the admin- 
istrator of the colony since July, 1901 
The change comes not a day too soon 
for Information to hand by the lasi 
mail shows that Mr. Allandyce's tenure 
of power was being marked down to 
the very end by the most monstrous 
tyranny and Injustice. Readers of tha 
dally prints will remember the case o 
Savanaca, the native chief, who was 
Illegally condemned by Mr. Allardyce 
to three years' Imprisonment. He was 
transported from Suva to a distant isl 
and without the formality of a trial o: 
even a statement of the charge agains 
him, but it was well known that thi 
head and front of his offending wa 
his refusal to sign two petitions, one 
in opposition to the federation of Flj 
with New Zealand, the other in favo 
of the appointment of Mr. Allardycj 
as governor. When the chief justlc 
returned to the colony from a holidaj 
he ordered the release of the prisone 
on a writ of habeas corpus. The or 
der was obeyed, but. I now learn tha 
soon after he got back to Suva anothe 
sentence of imprisonment, scarcely les 
monstrous, was passed upon Savanaca 
This time a color of legality -was giv 


en to the proceedings. It seems tha 
there Is an ordinance prohibiting an 
Fijian from leaving his own dlstric 
without the permission of the author! 
ties.' Savanaca was not originally dom 
idled at Suva, but before he fell int 
disfavor he had been absent from hi 
own district for seven years in the ser 
vice of the executive, filling the offlc 
of a chief native magistrate. On hi 
liberation under the order of the chie 
justice Savanaca naturally returned t 
Suva where he had been residing a 
the time of his Illegal arrest. He wa 
allowed to remain for a few weeks an 
then he was accused under the above 
mentioned ordinance of leaving his ow 
district without notice, and of desert 
ing his wife and children. As a matte 
of fact, his family had joined him a 
Suva, but It was >held that they ha 
no domicile there, and on these tech 
nlcal and trumped-up churgea a-na 
trve court committed Savanaua to Jai 
On this occasion there was unCortu 


ately no right to appeal to the suprema 
ourt. 
While Savanaca has been prosecuteC 
nd punished for refusing- to support 
etitlons which met with offical favor, 
ther prominent Fijian natives have 
een imprisoned for signing a petition 
T the king setting forth their grtev- 
:ices. In the latter case signatories 
> the petition were arrested and 1m- 
rlsoned without warrant or' trial, by 
ative officers, 
who must obviously 


ave been confident of the support of 
he superior authorities, even If they 
id not act upon specific instructions. 
\n account of these outrageous pro- 
eedlngs, supported by the affidavits 
f Mr. Humphrey Berkeley, a solicitor, 
nd other English residents, has been 
orwarded to the colonial office and It 
hould help to convince Mr. Chamber- 
ain of the need for a thorough Inquiry 
nto the stata of things 'prevailing In 
Mjl.

A NOTABLE CHANGE IN POLITICAL SENTIMENT. 


The change in political sentiment in this state in the past two years, 


which has converted a Fusion plurality of nearly 30,000 on ttic vote Cor gov- 
ernor In 1900 into a Republican plurality of nearly 20,000 on the vote for 1902 
is phenomenal. 


But it is not more so than the tremendous revulsion of public sentiment

'conservatism and their genuine hopefulness. 


They seem clearly to establish the following facts: 
The'vote upon county clerk last year may safely, in nearly every case, 


be.taken as a reliable basis for the measure of Republican strength at the 
present time. Nothing 'has happened in the past year to draw any consider- 
able number of Republican voters from the Republican party to the Demo- 
cratic or any ono of its former or present allies.

On the other hand, every notable change in the political situation through- 


out the state is distinctly detrimental to tho chances of Democratic success. 


First of all and unquestionably ot greatest importance is the rapid and 


steady growth of dissatisfaction with Democratic-Fusion rule. It is not nec- 
essary in auch an article as this to recall to the minds of the people of Colorado 
all the particular and specific instances in which Democratic officeholders 
anil the Democratic party generally have shown themselves unfit for the man- 
agement of the public affairs.

The failure of the Democratic party to observe its solemn pledges, and 


its prompt and cheerful surrender to corporate and individual influences,

public revenues, according to the statutes now in force, have betrayed the in- 
sincerity of Us professions of devotion to tho public welfare, and its weakness 
and incapacity in the defense ot the rights and interests of the people of 
this state.

tially supplied, but it had none. The coal lords owned it all as well as the 
means o£ transportation. 


"Colorado has plenty of coal, more than any other state in the union, 


and the lands whose title is in the state Include considerable areas of 
coat. Let this great fuel famine in tho east .servo ns a warning and a 
lesson. Keep possession for the people of the supplies of coal on wmcn 
they may some day absolutely depend, and even tho ownership ol wmcn 
by the state will always be a deterrent to the arrogance of monopolists. 


"Retaining possession of this coal land, let tho stato board place a 


clause in every lease of this land, by which in case of an emergency it 
can positively require the operation of the mines on the land and the pun- 
talic marketing o£ the output. Leases of the land may be given, but the 
board should say to all lessees, 'These mines can not be closed to the public 
as a part 6f a monopoly game; if a fuel famine arises they must be worKed 
regardless of all other circumstances, or tho lease must be cancelled and 
turned over to those who will work it.' 
"This ought to bo the policy of the state authorities, and the Republi-

DEVELOPING THE ALTOONA 


ANDJMORNING STAR. 


The Altoona 
Mining company 
is 


steadily pushing development work Tip- 
on the Madison Mining company's Stony 
mountain properties in the Sneffels dis- 
trict and are preparing for an active 
campaign during the coming winter. 
Mr. J. D. Spaulding is directing the 
work and under his management the 
tunnels on the Altoona and the Morning 
Star have been driven forward with 
great rapidity. There are now 12 men 
at work upon the Altoona. A gasoline 
engine is furnishing the power to drive 
the Durkee drills and the men behind 
them have the reputation of breaking 
more rock and making better progress 
than any similar force of men in the 
Sneffels district. The present develop- 
ment on the Altoona consists of a. 500- 
foot drainage tunnel which taps a shaft 
100 feet deep, relieving the workings of

water, and a crosscut tunnel 


200 feet in length, which is headed for 
the Black Diamond vein and will cut- it 
at great depth. A large ore body has 
been stripped the entire length of the i 
500-foot tunnel which is said to run good i 
in gold and silver values but none of it 
will be broken until the vein matter'of 
the entire property is developed. 


The developments on the Morning 
Star are similar in plan to those on its 
neighbor. The tunnel is now in 500 
feet on the vein and as In the Altoona 
the ore is being stripped and left stajid- 
ing. The vein is 11 feet wide in the 
breast of the tunnel' and the present 
force is breaking on the -average eight 
feet a day.

NEW SALIDA SMELTER 
BLOWN IN SATURDAY. 


The Salida smelter 
was 
blown in 


Saturday morning without any cere- 
mony or flourish. All of the members 
of the board of directors and several 
of the eastern stockholders were pres- 
en,t. The officers present were J. C. 
Kortz. 
Cleveland, • Ohio, 
president ; 


Timothy G. Goodwin of Denver, gen- 
eral manager; John M. Thomas of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, treasurer; H. G. Stein- 
brenner of Cleveland, Ohio, secretary; 
R. D. Redington of 
North Amherst, 


Ohio, director; William A. Miles of 
Columbus, Gus Graff of Wynfore, Neb., 
and Fred Neff of Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
stockholders. 


The first of the four lead furnaces 
wus blown in and by noon was in full 
action with everything working to per- 
fection. The other three of these furna- 
ces will be blown in at once. Then the 
matte furnace which has a daily ca- 
pacity of 450 tons, will be put into 
operation and following that the bullion 
furnace will be started. A large force 
of men is already at work and the num- 
ber will be Increased from day to day 
until the whole plant is in operation. 
Every part of the plant Is in full work- 
ing order and no delays are expected. 
There is now on hand at the smelter, 
both in the bins and in cars in the 
yard, 22,000 tons o£ ore. This ore has 
come from all parts of the south, cen- 
tral and western portions of the state. 
There is an immense supply of fluxing 
material, coke and coal in the yards. 
Although the furnaces are all ready 
for action there is much finishing work 
in progress about the works. 


The chief owners In the new smelter 


are also the chief owners of the New 
Monarch mine at Leadville, und 
will 


draw a large amount of ore from that 
property to the smelter. Although this 
source will yield tame 300 tons of ore 
per day, this will be only about one- 
third of the daily average capacity and 
contracts for ore are therefore being 
made all over the state. The Salida 
smelter has already caused a much bet- 
ter feeling in many of the mining dis- 
tricts of the state. It has also resulted 
In the districts close at hand taking on 
new life. The company announces that 
it desires all characters of ores and will 
treat them tit reasonable rates. 
The 


plant of the smelter is complete, reduc- 
ing all ores to bullion. 


The following is a complete descrip- 
tion of the new plant. 


The power house IB an immense brick 


structure 80x100 feet, designed" for the 
present needs of the business and-for 
extension at any time that the capacity 
of the plant may need to be enlarged.

of the great fair. There are now four 
great blowers in position .while there-IB 


room available for.twice that number. 
The're nre two furnace buildings now 


complete, the lead and matte furnace 
buildings. They arc 
constructed 
of 


pressed brick and arc ideal In their pro- 
portions and equipment. The lead fur- 
nace building- is 40x1 W feet with wills 
twenty-four fret high. There lire four 
furnaces, each with a capacity of 1">0 
tons per day 


Immediately in the rear of this build- 


ing and standing1 on a foundation some 
six' feet higher is the matte furnace 
building, the two furnace buildings oc- 
cupying the space to the foot of the 
mesa bench. This building is 40xBO feet 
and accommodate.*, two furnaces, each 
with u capacity of over 300 tons per day. 
These two buildings arc so arranged 
that the tops of the furnaces are all on 
a level. There will be one great feed 
door for all of the furnaces enclosed by 
a corrugated iron canopy top. 


Between the two furnace buildings is 


the great flue chamber which extends 
300 feet on a level with the foundations 
of the buildings and then turns at right 
angles up the mesa, beach to the stack, 
a total distance of 673 feet. The stack 
is 150 feet high and is 20 feet square at 
the base. This gives a 
total 
draft 


through the flue chamber and stack of 
S23 feet. The flue chamber is 24 feet 
wide at the base and is arched over, the 
lop of the arch being 24 feet above 
the floor of the chamber. 


It should be stated that all of these 


buildings are designed for doubling the 
present capacity of the plant without in 
any way disturbing the plans or making 
a demand for additional flue or stack 
capacity. The entire plant is designed 
along this line of enlargement at any 
time the demand warrants. 


The office building is a commodious 


brick structure of handsome appoint- 
ments. The front is two stories high 
on the ground floor being the main of- 
fice and reception room with two small 
private offices in the rear, while on the 
second floor ^are a reception parlor for 
guests and customers of the company 
with sleeping rooms for the clerks. The 
rear of the building is one story high 
and is designed for the assay and chem- 
ical laboratory. There are furnaces and 
appliances all complete and modern. 
There is also .a large vault In connec- 
tion, making this building meet every 
demand. 


Though the -dimensions of the plant 
are not so great as some others in the 
State, the total daily capacity is as great 
as any, if not greater. It is doubtful 
if any plant in the state will be able to 
output as sreat an average quantity of 
product as the Salida plant when it is 
running full capacity. The plant rep- 
resents ail that money and experience 
can buy. No energy or spate is wasted. 
Though it will be run with a compara- 
tively small force of men, considering 
the output, yet them will be from 300 
to 400 men at work'when the plant is ill 
full operation.

He 
pronounced the notice to bo genuine, 
iiml In giving his reasons for his spe- 
iliil line of charitable work, related the 
ircumstances of his life, above referred 
in. 


Up to 1898, the lime of the tragedy 


In the Kendall family that entirely 
rliangod the course of the father's after 
life, Mr. Kendall had been for several 
jpiuri a saloon keeper 
In 
Colorado 


City. Ho had been engaged in the same 
business, previously, In Iowa, Nebraska. 
Minnesota and Illinois. He Is now an 
active worker in tho People's mission, 
located at No. 27 West Huerfunu streot, 
and it is in connection with this work 
that he Is now supplying poor children 
with shoes, as well us with clothing, 
in order that they may be able to go to 
church and Sunday school. Mr. Kendall 
is a member of no church himself, but 
to use his own words, "he quit work- 
jug for the devil and began trying to 
do good for his fellow man," in 181)8, 
when his little BOH, Roy Kendall, was 
crushed to death beneath u mass of 
falling rock. 


The story of the death of Koy Ken- 


dall on October 20, 1838, and of the cir- 
cumstances leading up to It, Is full of 
the weird and the mysterious. It is 
not strange that the event should have 
exerted such a powerful influence on 


The boy's death occurred about a half 


mile from the Kendall home in West 
Colorado City, lit a point known as 
lied -Rock, where several overhanging 
ledges form a part of the foothills. In 
rnmpany with his father and his dog, 
"Hags," the boy had been hunting for 
rnbblts at this place, and It was while 
directly under one of these lodges, that 
the-heavy mass of rock broke loose, 
burying him and crushing him beneath 
Its weight. 


Roy Kendall knew that he was to 


die and.knew also what was to be the 
manner" of his death. 


The knowledge had come to him in n 


dream, a dream that at first was in- 
distinct in the' boy's mind, but gained 
In vividness .as it was repeated night 
tiftcr night, as the time for Ma death 
•Irew nearer. In this dream he had ex- 
porionced the falling of the rock, as 
•VM'11 as all the circumstances uonnect- 
M with It, and knew that his father 
.-inrt his dog "Kags" were lo be with 
liim, and knew, too, which is still more 
I'cculiar, that tho day of. the tragedy 
was to be announced by the coming of 
R liirge bird to the home.

It won't hurt you, will it, ma- 
nia? It mustn't fall on you, too. Oh, 
Mich a dream. I went away somewhere 
with papa and Hags and all at once 
ii dark came over me and I couldn't 
I'R'iithc.

OF THE OVERTON REFINERY. 


In contradiction of statements pub- 


lished here last night, one of "the par- 
ties In Interest said last evening that 
Boulder parties have not purchased the 
old Rocky Mountain Oil company's re- 
flnery at 
Overton; neither is W. A. 
Otis of this city president 
of that 


company which is a thing of the past, 
and was years ago- As a matter of 
fact the plant has been under process 
of sale piecemeal for months past. 
Howard P. Eels of Cleveland is trus- 


tee of the old plant for the bondhold- 
ers and C. E. Titus of this city is ag»lt 
for the trustee. Mr. Titus has been 
engaged in disposing of the old plant 
for some time. The trustee bid III the 
works for J25,009 some years ago. 


Yesterday Mr. Titus was in Pueblo 


with some' Boulder parties and sold u 
portion of the machinery to them, There 
is already a. refinery at Boulder and 
some of the old Overtoil machinery 
can be used there. 
Overton ia eight 


miles north o£ Pueblo and the plant 
when first built in the early 90s at a 
cost of about $1,000,000 dollars caused 
a small town to spring up there. The 
works today are a dismal monument to 
the rapacity of tho Standard Oil com- 
pany which finally caused it to close 
down in 1893 for good and all. Since 
then the plant has been operated on 
only by tiine and rust, the big tanks be 
Ing the home of the rattlesnake and 
jack rabbit for the most part, miring 
the war waged on the Rocky Mountain 
company by the Standard, oil sold in 
Pueblo at. five cents o gallon. 


Most of the machinery has been re- 


moved from the plant, having been sold 
throughout the country. It has been 
kept in pretty good condition and Is 
very serviceable. The numerous brick 
buildings are being torn down and the 
material hauled Into Pueblo where it is 
going into new buildings, the cost of 
building material there making it a 
big snap. A four-Inch pipe line con- 
nects tho works with Florence and part 
of this has been removed. It will take 
some time to clear up all the machin- 
ery and material for the plant was one 
of the largest In the country but It 
will be done and the town of Overton 
and Pueblo's greatest Industry, ex- 
cepting alone the steel works, will soon 
be u memory.

COLORADO SPBINGS. 


Taking the figures of the registration ! 


for the coming election as a 
basis, ' 


Colorado Springs has a population of 
37,947. This result is obtained by flgur- j 
ing that each voter registered repre- i 
sents three persons, a very conserva- 
tive ratio, all things considered, the 
registration amounting to 12,649. 
I 


When the Giles city directory was ' 


compiled for this year, May 1, the book 
gave 15,344 references, from which was 
deducted 1,198 names of firms, churches. : 
blocks, etc.. leaving 14,148 names of In- 
dividuals, which at the ratio of two and 
one-half Inhabitants for each name In | 
the directory showed the population of '• 
Colorado Springs to be 35,470. Taking 
the figures of the registration of last j 
year for a basis at the rate of three In- | 
habitants for each name registered, the i 
total registration then being 11,238, the 
population 
would have been 33,717, 


showing how close these figures come 
to those of the directory compilation. 


When It is considered that many of 


the names In the directory are not legal 
voters it will be seen that figures from 
the registration are reasonably accur- 
ate. 
Therefore, figuring the popula- 


tion of the city at the time of the last 
registration as 33,717, from the registra- 
tion figures, and at 37,947 for the present 
time, with a registration of 12,649, there 
has been an Increase In the population 
here of 4,230. The increase in the reg- | 
istration over last year was 1,410. 


It must also be remembered 
that 
there are large numbers of persons in 
the city who, although legal voters, do 
no register and consequently do not 
vote. There are many reasons for this, ' 
lack of Interest or neglect predominat- 
ing, and It Is quite reasonable to sup- 
pose that this class will number very 
close to a thousand, if not more than 
that. A strong effort was made this 
year to get out a big registration and it 
was reasonably successful, so the reg- 
istration figures form a good basis for 
figuring the population, even perhaps 
better than the directory figures, for the 
registration figures represent largely a 
stable population. 


When the directory was Issued May 1, 


1901, 
it contained 11,818 references, from 


which 1,153 names of firms, churches, 
blocks, etc., were deducted, leaving 11,340 
names. 
On basis of two and one-half 


inhabitants for each name the directory 
figures showed an Increase in popula- 
tion between May 1, 1001 and May 1, 
1802, of fi,208. The Increase for this year, 
as Indicated by the registration figures, 
of 4,230 appears small as compared to 
that, but then there 
are yet 
three 


months in 1802 and months which gen- 
erally bring a very heavy Increase in 
population. 


RESTATJBANT LOCAL 
HAS. BEEIT UNSEATED 


As a result of a protracted visit to 


this city of J. D. Pierce of Denver, 
general organizer for 
the 
American 


Federation of Labor, and F. H. Jones of 
St." Louis, organizer for the Interna- 
tional Alliance of Hotel and Restaurant 
Employes and; Bartenders league, the 
latter organization has been recognized 
by the Trades assembly of this city, 
and the local of the United Association 
of Hotel and Restaurant Employes No. 
25, which has bean organized and In 
harmonious working with the Trades 
assembly since 1897, has been unseated 
and thrown out of membership In the 
assembly. 
. 


The trouble is of IX serious character, 


the officers of the unseated organiza- 
tion feeling that they have been dealt 
with unjustly and declaring- their In- 
tention of maintaining their organiza- 
tion independent of .the Trades assem- 
bly if they cannot retain their Identity 
as an organization and at the'same time 
retain their place with the assembly. 
The organization that has been un- 
seated has been affiliated 
with 
the 
Western Labor union Instead of with 
the A. F. of L., and It Is right here 
that all the trouble has had Its source. 


Local No. 25, United Association of 


Hotel and Restaurant Employes, was 
organized In this city in 1897 and affil- 
iated with the Western Labor union, 
together with the other locals of the 
United association, which are to bo 
found in all the cities of the Rocky 
Mountain region, the international al- 
liance referred to above being at that 
time broken up and disbanded. 
The 


latter has since become 
rejuvenated, 


however, and has become affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. The 
charter of the Trades assembly of this 
and all other cities provides that It shall 
not retain In its membership any or- 
ganization not affiliated with the A. 
F. 
of L. 
The penalty for retain- 


ing in Its membership any such organ- 
ization is the severing of the connec- 
tion between the Federation and the 
Trades assembly. 
At the direction of 
the organizers mentioned above the 
local Trades assembly has unseated 
local 25 of the United association, of 
which John Dement is president, Rich- 
ard Browning, vice 
president, 
and 
James Cook, secretary and treasurer. 


It Is said by persona interested In the 


restaurant situation that the local un- 
ion of bricklayers and the local union 
of stonemasons occupy exactly the same 


position with regard to the Trades as- 
sembly and the A, F. of L. that was 
held by the United Association of Hotel 
and Restaurant Employes, except that 
the latter, by reason of a peculiar sit- 
uation existing In this section of the 
country, is even more excusable for 
falling to affiliate with the Federation 
than Is either of the other local or- 
ganizations. It Is contended, therefore, 
by the unseated organization, that the 
position of the Trades assembly In this 
particular Is unjust at the start, incon- 
sistent because of its failure to require 
the sSme degree of .affiliation with the 
Federation in the 
stonemasons 
and 


bricklayers that it requires of the un- 
seated organization, and peculiarly un- 
just to the unseated local by reason of 
its relations with similar organizations 
In other sections of the Rocky moun- 
tains. 


The United Association of Hotel and 


Restaurant Employes, It is explained, 
includes In Its membership practically 
all the ellgtbles 
in Colorado, 
Utah, 


Wyoming and Montana and other states 
of the Rocky mountains. To take the 
local union bodily out of this association 
and put It into one affiliated with the 
Federation, could be done and would 
be done willingly so far as the officers 
of the local are concerned, were it not 
for the inconvenience that would re- 
sult In the relationship between this and 
the other locals of the west. The brick- 
layers and the stonemasons, it is fur- 
ther contended, are not likely to be mo- 
lested In their standing with the Trades 
assembly unless some intermediate or- 
ganization, affiliated with the Federa- 
tion and more general in its Jurisdic- 
tion than the locals In these unions, 
comes along and demands that they be 
unseated. 


In view of these facts, the officers 


of the unseated United association lo- 
cal, state the unions of the city holding 
membership in the Trades assembly 
will be asked to Instruct their dele- 
gates to reconsider the case of local 
25 of the United association, and to 
bring about its reinstatement In the 
assembly as the most expedient solu- 
tion of a.problem which, if this is not 
done, threatens to become a trouble- 
some one, because of the fact that as 
matters now stand local 25 is not re- 
ceiving the. same consideration at the 
hands of the assembly that is accorded 
other organizations. 


A complication of similar character 
has just arisen In Pueblo, as a result 
of which the Trades assembly of that 
city has withdrawn from affiliation with 
the A. F. of L. rather than comply with 
all the latter's requirements. 


All the parties 
In Interest are en- 
deavoring to handle the present crisis 
in this city in such a manner as will 
not antagonize anyone who has a just 
claim for recognition and for the sup- 
port of all. organized labor here and 
will settle the existing differences ami- 
cably and with justice to all. 


TOM BURKS RETURNS 


FROM NATIONAL MEETING 


Thomas F. Burns, owner of the local 


Western league baseball club and vice- 
president of the league, arrived home yes- 
terday from New York where ho has been 
attending the sessions of tho National As- 
sociation of Baseball leagues which met 
In thf metropolis last week. Mr. Burns 
reports a. very successful meeting In New 
York, there being over 200 baseball mag- 
nates and managers 
from 
the 
minor 


leagues of the country. Much was done 
to protect these leagues and a 
strong 


agreement among them was signed to gov- 
ern the jumping of players, the reduction 
of salaries and the use of Intoxicants 
among players. Measures have been ad- 
opted whereby a player who once jumps 
from a league in the association will be 
blacklisted and will not be permitted to 
ever play In any team in the league again. 
According to Mr. Burns this next season 
will se? a big reduction In the now onor- 


J mous salaries that are being paid ball 


players all over the country. Tho mag- 
nates In the National association all as- 
sert that they cannot and will not stand 
for the large prices that players are ask- 
1ns for their services and say that next 
season these wages will be cut from $250 
and $300 per month to all the way from 
$75 to $160. 
Another ruling adopted by 


the association was to tho effect that e. 
player caught In an intoxicated condition 
twice In a season would never be allowed 
to play after the second offense and would 
be practically "kicked out." 


Mr. Burns regards the present negotia- 


tions between the Western and American 
association over the abandonment of Kan- 
sas City and Milwaukee by tho Western 
as absurd In the extreme and that the ru- 
mors that the Western will take this ac- 
^tlon comes from .the American association 
themselves who are anxious to create pub- 
lic sentiment In their favor, 


Mr. Burns says that the fight between 


the two rival organizations Is not yet set- 
tled and when it is settled it will be a sure 
victory for the Western people. 


"In my opinion," said Mr. Burns yester- 


day, 
"the American association will aban- 


don the fight in Kansas City and Milwau- 
kee and go to Grand Rapids and Detroit. 
The members of the board of arbitration, 
appointed to settle such difficulties, arc 
with us. They arc with us 'because they 
feel that the Western league is In the right 
and because It is a member of the National 
Association of Minor Leagues, whereas 
the American aesoclatlon stands alone. 
The latter is anxious to become a mem- 
ber of this association and may be ad- 
mitted, but not until its differences with 
tho Western arc settled."

FRENCH MINERS SEEMINGLY

Paris, Oct. 29.—The national commit- 


tee of the miners federation, accompa- 
nied by a number of Socialist deputies, 
called on Premier Combes today to in- 
quire concerning progress of the ne- 
gotiations of the coal companies look- 
ing to arbitration of the matters in 
dispute between them and their em- 
ployers. 
The premier expressed 
the 


hope of being able to secure arbitration, 
but the committee, made restless by the 
delay, notified him that it was in- 
tended to interpellate the government 
on the subject in the chamber of depu- 
ties tomorrow. 
This is expected to 


elicit an official 
statement 
on 
the 


status of the negotiations, as the re- 
plies of all the companies will have 
been secured tomorrow. 


The committee later sent Premier 


Combes 11 formal letter notifying him 
of the proposed Interpellation in the 
chamber tomorrow. It Is said that the 
committee has learned that the mine 
owners have not agreed to treat with 
the Rtrlklng miners or respond to the 
government's offers of arbitration. The 
purpose of the Interpellation tomorrow 
is to establish before the country the 
responsibility for the continuation o£ 
the conflict. 
If Premier Combes' re- 


sponse in the chamber is not satis- 
factory the Socialist deputies will pro- 
pose a resolution calling for a parlia- 
mentary investigation of the strike. In

arc returning to work.

appropriation for the city of Leadvllle, 
the donation of 3,000 acres of land' for 
a park at Boulder, 14 pension bills for 
old soldiers, 65 pension eases favor- 
ably reported on and 35 positions for 
rural free delivery routes.

He denied that the 
Dingley tariff bill caused the present 
prosperity and credited it to the ad- 
vanced market price of farm products. 
He voted against this bill because there 
was not a single sugar beet factory in 
the state. He was of the opinion that 
Mr. Roosevelt was against the Colorado 
beet sugar industry, and he quoted 
from the state Republican platform 
where it indorsed the national adminls~ 
tration, and claimed that as the na- 
tional administration indorsed the gold 
standard and the Cuban 
reciprocity, 


thus the local Republicans were for 
those two measures. 


"When I was a Republican (prolonged 


laughter and cheering) 
we 
did not 


knuckle to the Republicans of the na- 
tional government, as the Republicans 
of Colorado do today. 
I voted for the 


war in Cuba because It was a war of 
iberty, freedom and independence, but 
I am against war in the Philippines 
because it Is a war of subjugation and 
oppression. I voted against the appro- 
priation of moneys to carry on the 
war because there was $200,000,000 in 
the treasury at that tinr>, and they 
wanted to issue bonds payable In gold, 
and today those bonds are drawing 37 
per cent, premium. I voted against the 
annexation of Hawaii because those 
islands produced 250,000 tons of sugar 
annually which comes into this coun- 
try I'.ee and competes with our Colo- 
rado sugar Industries, and that meawi a 
gift of $12,000,000 to them. The annejca- 
tion of the Hawaiian islands was a 
curse to our country, and it may yet 
close the factories In northern Colo- 
rado. I introduced a bill to annex Nic- 
aragua because I believe that we shpuld 
own the land through which the Niea- 
r.iguan canal 
would pass. 
I voted 


against the btlls giving the people of 
Puerto Rico and of the Philippine is- 
lands civil government because those 
bills were not fashioned after our Dec- 
laration of Independence." 


A little bit later in his address, in 


referring to tin Republican policy, he 
said: "They claim that we 
have a 


right to govern by force." 
"They got 


that Idea from one of your speeches 
three years ago," called someone in the 
audience. 
Mr. Shafroth 
favored 
a 


government in the Philippines similar 
to the manner in which we govern the 
Indians.
